Since the of the views already’ to, several changes have 
taken place in the Conferences, and there are brethren now in the Mission 
who were not in the ministry at that time. For this reason we again refer to 

the subject. The brethren are familiar with our sentiments regarding the 
benefits to the work arising from, as a general rule, each traveling elder being 
assigned to a district in the conference he labors in. The elder thus assigned 
should consider it his duty to concentrate his energies and labors to that 
particular locality. The interests of the work require also that he should 
remain in it, and not travel and visit about in other portions of the conference 
without first obtaining the consent of the conference president. Should any 
elder desire, for special reasons, to absent himself from his field and visit 
_some part of the country outside of the conference he is in, we would prefer 
| to be consulted in regard to it, through his president, as it will be seen at a 
| glance that the president of a conference could not exercise jurisdiction 
| 3 outside ‘of his own field and be within the laws of order. This principle holds 
good throughont the ramifications of. the whole Church, being equally appli- 
cable in all cases. The same principle applies to instances where presidents 
of conferences desire to visit other parts of the Mission outside of their im- 
“ mediate fields. The lack of jurisdiction in such a matter applies with etal

In fact it is 
very beneficial for them to meet together at proper seasens, for then they ean 
discuss the most efficient methods of carrying on the noble work in which 
they are engaged. The times of holding conferences and district meetings, the 
latter for such of the elders as may be invited, afford opportunities for such 
refreshing gatherings, which can be made times of profit mixed with friendly 
enjoyment. In fact everything should be done in season, and for no other 
object than the advancement of the work of the Lord. 
We say to the elders, let us be men of God, worthy of the high calling. unto

Brother 
Brown and the other brethren set a good example and are active in distributing 
tracts and inviting strangers to the meetings. | 
At Lowestoft one of our meetings was so fully attended that the Saints 
had to stand in a back room during the progress of our preaching, which was 
listened to with much attention. At the close four gave in their names for 
baptism, which was attended to, in the sea, the following evening. I am fully 
satisfied much good will be done by the holding of meetings, on week nights, 
in the houses of the Saints.

of an understood reserve, and, as if this were not enough, 26,000 dollars more 
have just been added to that, for contingencies. of such character and other 
possible ones. Four per cent. for six months is not bad, besides the absorption 
of the tannery and boot manufactory, which, while it employs nearly 100 
persons, aims speedily to duplicate the number, and make the boots and 
shoes at home, if it does not make all the necessary material. This home 
manufacturing spirit grows, although many gates are open, waiting for the 
travel of the stalwart ranks of ifidustry, as soon as some one pioneers the way.
